PENSIONER INVENTS 
HANDY FENCE FIXER

THEY say you can’t teach an old 
dog new tricks - but 86-year-old 
Stan Thomas has some tips of his 
own to pass on. 

The pensioner claims to have 
invented a cost-effective answer to 
fixing wobbly fence panels. 

His simple system pulls the posts 
together to hug the panels tighter 
for just £9.99 - saving homeowners 
hundreds of pounds on repairs. 


Stan said: “It’s a great little inven¬ 
tion that could potentially save peo¬ 
ple money because the panels don’t 
blow out and break. 

“It is a really simple thing to use 
and it can be done by one person.” 

Stan started working on his 
invention after moving into his 
Eastwood home 15 years ago. 

He cleared the garden, in Green 
Lane, of old plants and put new 
ones in against his fence. 

One windy morning, Stan discov¬ 


ered that one of his fence panels 
had blown out. 

It was then he started to think 
about his invention - which he calls 
the Thomclip. 

Now, several years later, he has 
established a successful company 
with the same name. 

The system allows the fence posts 
to be pulled together with a wire 
system and can also be used to train 
plants on. 

Stan said finding the answer to 


his problem had been long, but 
rewarding. 

He said: “I had a bit of a night¬ 
mare when my fencing was 
replaced. But thanks to these trials. 
I’ve managed to get the right 
answer. 

“Eve had really good reports 
back so far from people that have 
been buying the product.”

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Detectives call for potential 
witnesses to come forward 



DETECTIVES investigating the mur¬ 
der of a man ouside a Southend nigh- 
club have released images of 10 wit¬ 
nesses they would like to talk to. 

Investigators looking into the death 
of Reece Lamude, of Hillview Road, 
Rayleigh, want people who recognise 
the clubbers to come forward. 

Reece, 37, was fatally injured in a 
fight outside Churchills Bar, in Tylers 
Avenue, Southend, between 2.15am 
and Sam on Sunday, June 19. 

He was discovered with neck 
injuries, although the specific cause 
of death is still in doubt. 

Detective inspector Marina Ericson, 
of the Kent and Essex Serious Crime 
Directorate, said that extensive 
enquiries were continuing to trace the 
people who were near to the entrance 
of the bar. 

She said: “We know from CCTV 
footage that the 10 people in the pic¬ 
tures were close by or may have been 
watching while a disturbance was 


going on near the club doorway. 

“These people were not in any way 
involved, but they might hold vital 
information about the events that led 
to Mr Lamude’s death. 

“For the sake of his family, we need 
to talk to these people and establish 
exactly what happened.” 

DI Ericson said that the four young 
women in one of the pictures appear 
to be part of a group all wearing sim¬ 
ilar outfits. 

The woman in the white dress was 
later pictured with the man in the blue 
top. 

Anyone who knows the names of 
those shown in the pictures is asked 
to contact the SCD investigation team 
at Brentwood by e-mail on lamude 
witnessappeal(^essex.pnn.police.uk 
or by calling 101. 

• Four men were arrested in connec¬ 
tion with the death and are currently 
on police bail until November 16 
pending further enquiries.

The eourt heard how 
Southend Couneil had tried 
repeatedly to deal with the 
matter informally before 
finally serving the 
Improvement Notiee in 
Deeember 2010. 

This listed a series of repairs 
required to bring the property 
up to the appropriate standard 
and allowed several months 
for the works to be eompleted. 

They ineluded renewing 


defeetive windows, refurbish¬ 
ing the kitehen, improving 
seeurity, work to minimise 
dampness and taekling a 
mouse infestation. But the 
Couneil was foreed to prose- 
eute after a re-inspeetion of 
the property revealed most of 
the repairs were still outstand¬ 
ing, even though the notiee 
period had expired. 

In addition to being fined. 
Frost remains responsible for 
ensuring that all the works 
required are eompleted.

SURVEILLANCE images have been 
released after a young man was 
knoeked uneonseious by a gang 
onboard a Southend train. 

The British Transport Poliee want to 
talk to seven teens following an ineident 
on a train between Southend Central 
and Benfleet train stations. 

Poliee were ealled after the 22-year- 
old was attaeked on a e2e train shortly 
after boarding it in Southend on Sunday, 
September 4, at around 5.45am. 

Deteetive Constable David Bishop, 
the investigating offieer, said: “The vie- 
tim was set upon, and despite being 
knoeked uneonseious, the attaek eontin- 


ued as the group kieked him in the faee 
and torso. 

“This type of ineident is very rare on 
the railway and violenee of this nature 
will simply not be tolerated. 

“This man was set upon by a group 
and elearly had no way of defending 
himself. 

“I am urging anyone with information 
to eontaet us immediately - your help 
eould be vital to the investigation.” 

The man was left with severe bruising 
to his right eye, euts aeross his head, 
ears and ehin, and damage to his ribs. 

When he regained eonseiousness, the 
vietim left the train at Benfleet, where 
he was met by paramedies and taken to 
hospital. 


Offieers believe the assault may be 
eonneeted to an earlier altereation that 
took plaee at Southend Central train sta¬ 
tion. 

The group were all deseribed as white, 
and aged between 17 and 22 years. 

Deteetives believe they have links to 
the Basildon, Benfleet and Canvey 
areas.

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Illegal vehicles used

PEOPLE using community transport in 
Essex have been put at risk by operators 
failing to MOT and insure vehieles. 

Government inspeetors investigated 
three sehemes funded by Essex County 
Couneil, and diseovered two were using 
illegal vehieles. 

Essex County Couneil has refused to 
name the operators, but is eontinuing to 
pay for the transport sehemes, whieh 
are used by elderly and disabled people. 

The eouneil is also refusing to say 
whether poliee have been notified. It is 


an offenee to drive without an MOT. 
The fine is a fixed penalty notiee from 
the poliee, eurrently £60 or a eourt 
order up to a maximum of a £1,000. 

In his report, whieh was sent to senior 
eouneil exeeutives, the inspeetor said 
the laek of an MOT eertifieate also 
invalidated insuranee eertifieates. 

A eounty eouneil spokesman said the 
affeeted vehieles were removed from 
serviee until MOTs were earried out. 

He said: “All eommunity transport 
sehemes have sinee had MOTs on every 
vehiele they operate eheeked. This was 
eompleted the following month. 


“Sinee then, on site inspeetions have 
been undertaken and vehiele manage¬ 
ment proeesses audited for robustness.” 

One vehiele had been on the road six 
months without a valid MOT and insur¬ 
anee and another just over two months. 

The inspeetor’s report was sent to 
John Pope, the eouneil’s head of trans¬ 
portation; Don Gibson, eommunity 
transport and eommunity link manager; 
Robert Overall, exeeutive direetor for 
environment, sustainability and high¬ 
ways; Margaret Lee, exeeutive direetor 
for finanee, and Lisa Wishart from the 
Audit Commission.

vers and the plethora of egotis¬ 
tic acts committed from a pea

I recently saw an ambulance 
driver, steering with one hand 
while texting with the other.

In the 1960s, ‘the permissive 
society’ referred mainly to the 
sexual revolution but now 
encapsulates a raft of permis¬ 
siveness. Tolerating the intol¬ 
erable is misguided and cow¬ 
ardly. A dichotomy exists; we 
proudly believe we live in a 
tolerant society, yet there pre¬ 
vails a ridged politically cor¬ 
rectness. 

Participants and observers of 
the recent riots revealed ill- 
considered attitudes. Zero tol¬ 
erance does work, but only if 
‘small’ laws are rigidly 
enforced and perceived as 
such. 

Our society is safer than 
many, but other cultures do 
not suffer from frequent, insid¬ 
ious, low-level crime. 

In our communities - sup¬ 
posedly resembling the ideals 
of democracy - many feel 
helpless frustration about

organisations.

A n interesting question 

sparked a long debate with 
Josh during a visit to a park 
in Corringham. 

As soon as we pulled into the car 
park at One Tree Hill, Josh immedi¬ 
ately asked why the park had been 
called that, when he could see 
several trees at the top of the hill. 

I could see where he was coming 
from so we embarked on a discus¬ 
sion as to how we thought the 
area had got its name. 

We eventually decided that there 
probably had been just one tree on 
the hill, many years ago when it 
got its name and as the park 
matured, many more began to 
grow in the area. (This is just a dis¬ 
cussion between myself and my 
son, so don’t take my word for it!) 

Deciding this was a possibility. 
Josh then went on to try and find 
what looked like the oldest tree on 
the hill, which turned out to be 
quite a good climbing tree - after I 
managed to give him a leg-up to 
reach the branches. 

One Tree Hill is part of Langdon 
Hills Country Park, which was 
awarded the Green Flag Award in 
2010 and 2011, the national stan¬ 
dard for parks and green spaces 
across England and Wales. 

Although I am not sure where the 
name comes from, research shows 
that during the Saxon period, 
Langdon meant ‘long hill'. 

One Tree Hill extends from 
Dunton to Vange and is situated on 
a 385ft crescent-shaped hilly ridge. 
The main areas of the park cover 
around 400 acres - or 200 full-size 
football pitches. 


Visitors will find ancient woodland 
dating back to prehistoric times, 
dense scrubland and grassland 
meadows blooming with flowers 
during the spring and summer. 

There are also picnic areas, a 
network of footpaths and horse 
andcycle tracks linking to the sur¬ 
rounding countryside. 

The park’s woodland, which is 
carpeted with bluebells during the 
spring, has a range of different 
trees that attract many birds 
including all three native species of 
woodpecker. It is also home to the 
rare wild service tree. 

The park is managed by the 
Thurrock Ranger Service in agree¬ 
ment with Essex County Council 
Ranger Service, which owns 20 
per cent of the park. 

The rangers carry out everything 
from tree-felling to hay making, 
keeping the park clean and tidy, 
and hosting educational visits, 
shows and demonstrations. 

Their work is enhanced by The 
Friends of Langdon Hills who also 
do their bit to make the park is an 
award-winning one, coppicing and 
clearing paths, as well as making 
bird boxes and bat boxes. 

As well as this, they also help 
with a range of events at the park 
including Santa in the Woods, Tree 
Dressing, K9 Capers, Performance 
in the Park, and guided bike rides. 

They also attend a variety of 
country shows such as Barleylands 
Country Fair and the Orsett Show, 
and organise a number of social 
events such as barbeques, badger 
watching or bat detecting. 

The park is a delightful place to 



go, not only for its network of 
paths and its ancient woodlands, 
but for its amazing panoramic 
views over the Thames Estuary 
and across to London 
As well as kite flying, the hill 
would be the perfect destination 


for a bit of sledging if we get more 
than our fair share of snow again 
this year. 

Having picked up a couple of 
sledges after last year’s white flurry, 
we will certainly be heading for 
One Tree Hill this winter.

Soundtrack to the 21st Century

T ake one teaspoon of 

Suede, a dash of Depeche 
Mode and lashings of 
Ultravox. Mix them all together, 
with a light sprinkling of Gary 
Numan, and what do you get? 
Protege Reign. 

The Essex three-piece is the 
first in a new breed of ‘Indie New 
Romantics’ and they’re fast col¬ 
lecting an army of fans. 

In fact, the band - which is 
made up of Simon Kinsler, Nick 
Burrows and Nigel Ward - will 
be launching their debut album, 
called Hypnotic Electronica, in 
Southend later this month. 

“It’s really exciting,” says gui¬ 
tarist, Simon. “We sent the files 
off to iTunes at about 1am this 
morning and should have hard 
copies of the album back soon. 

“It’s quite an achievement, see¬ 
ing as we all work full-time and 


run our own businesses, but we 
had to put a date on it. 

“One of my favourite quotes is 
by The Edge, from U2, who said 
‘Albums are never finished, just 
released’, and that’s so true.

16 months ago and sound like

ers, who want to use them in 
their soundtracks, which Simon 
believes is ‘the way forward’.

Q. My widowed mother died recently, and as 
executor I am responsible for selling her 
house. How do I go about this? 

A. The first thing you need to do is to have the 
property valued, since your late mother’s entire 
estate will have to be assessed for inheritance tax. Most estate agents will happily 
provide a formal written valuation of this kind for a small fee, which may either be 
waived on the understanding that in due course they will be instructed to handle the 
sale, or deducted from their commission if and when that sale is achieved. 
Obviously, if for some reason you choose to get more than one valuation, then it is 
likely that you will end up paying at least one fee upfront. However, you are entitled 
to be reimbursed by the estate for any such expenses you incur while discharging 
your duties as executor. 

As for the actual contents of the house, these also need to be valued for inheritance 
tax purposes - although in the case of ordinary household goods and personal 
possessions, you can easily do this yourself by providing a lump sum figure. This 
need only reflect their current market value, not their price when new. However, with 
items of any real value - for example, anything over £500, such as jewellery and so 
forth — it is advisable to have a professional valuation. 

You will also need to apply to the court for a grant of probate - the legal authority 
you must obtain before you can begin administering the estate. Probate will only 
finally be granted, however, once any tax liability has been paid in full. 

Once you have the grant of probate, you are then free to sell the house in the usual 
way (always remembering, of course, that as executor you are legally bound to get 
the best possible price on behalf of any beneficiaries), and to distribute the contents 
in accordance with your mother’s will, or dispose of them as appropriate. 

If time is critical, the law does actually allow you to put the house on the market 
before probate is formally granted. However, this must be in place before contracts 
can finally be exchanged. In such a case, you should ensure that any prospective 
buyers are made fully aware of the situation.

Landlord Question 


I’m renting a flat for the first time and have a question. Do I need to inolude kitohen equipment if I advertise 
the property as ‘furnished’? I don’t know what the legal requirements are, 


Think Property Answer 

Furnished and unfurnished (and even part-furnished) are rather amorphous and unhelpful terms when it comes to 
lettings. There isn’t a legal definition to guide landlords and tenants. In practice, sometimes furnished can mean a full 
complement of furniture and sometimes not. So landlords and tenants are best to approach the terms on a property 
by property basis. 

But when it comes to the kitchen, if you’re letting a place as furnished it’s usually normal to provide a basic set of 
crockery, cutlery, glassware and cooking equipment that will be adequate for the number of tenants you have. 
Obviously, if you are letting a high-end establishment, you’ll want to provide a lot more. 

Most furnished properties will include kitchen goods. We’d say this was a fair allocation per tenant: dinner plate, bowl, 
small plate, cutlery (fork, knife, spoon and teaspoon) plus a mug or two. Some glass tumblers, maybe some wine 
glasses is fair too. 

Regarding cooking items, a few saucepans and a frying pan is fine, along with some utensils. You may want to add 
other items such as a bread board, tin opener and bread knife too. But there isn’t much need to provide more. 

If you're letting for the first time, talk to your prospective tenants and see what they will be bringing with them. They 
may well have a full complement of equipment and you’ll be keen to avoid the expense. If they have nothing, it’s 
relatively cheap to provide the basics. There is certainly no need to be lavish and sets can be bought for next to 
nothing. After all, fully expect stuff to get broken as they would in any household. 

Over time, in our experience, a rented house does start to acquire more and more bits and bobs of kitchen 
equipment as old tenants move on. But don’t be bullied. If a tenant expects a furnished flat to come with a garlic 
press and colander, they’re probably best avoided.

Forecourt crime 


P ETROL station crime in 
the UK costs nearly 
£50million a year and 
could lead to an increase in 
the cost of fuel to motorists. 

The crimewave sweeping 
the country’s forecourts 
includes credit card fraud, 
people driving away without 
paying for fuel, criminal 
damage, robberies, assaults 
and shoplifting. 

Petrol stations have now 
replaced corner shops as a 
major community resource 
in many areas of the UK, 
combining the services of 
the corner shop, bank, take¬ 
away cafe and car wash 
facility. But their popularity 
has also led to increased 
levels of crime, as they have 
become a target for crooks. 

A survey recently revealed 
that petrol stations are the 
third highest in the league 
table for robberies in the 
UK’s retail trade, with the oil 
industry losing £47.2million 
last year as a result. 

It’s a trend which is obvi¬ 
ously costing the oil industry 
a large amount of money, 
but ultimately, those costs 
have to be passed on to 
someone - the motorist. 
There are, however, mea¬ 



sures the ordinaiy driver can 
take to help minimise oppor¬ 
tunities for the criminal: 

■ Always lock your car 
when you leave it at the 
pump to pay for fuel - many 
vehicles have been driven 
off as the owner browses 
the confectionery. 

■ Do not leave children in 
an unattended vehicle while 
you are in the shop. 

■ Always take the car key 
with you. Carjackers may 
seize the opportunity to 
drive away a vehicle with the 
ignition key still in it, even if 
there are other passengers. 

■ Never leave any valu¬ 


ables on display. Ensure 
they are locked in the boot 
or glovebox. Briefcases, lap¬ 
tops, mobile phones and 
bags are all open invitations 
to the opportunist thief, even 
if you are only away from 
the car for minutes. 

■ Owners of hatchbacks 
or estates with no goods in 
the back may be advised to 
leave covers open, so 
potential thieves know that 
there is nothing to take. 

■ If you have the choice, 
avoid the outer pumps near¬ 
est the road - these are 
sometimes blind spots for 
CCTV cameras.

keeps its eyes on the prize 


Honda 

by Steve Walker 


A t an equivalent price to a 
moderately well-equipped 
family hatchback and with 
most of the practicality you get 
from such a car, Honda’s Insight 
hybrid is an important model in the 
drive for cleaner vehicles. 

Will enough people choose its 
64mpg and 96g/km emissions 
over the greater performance and 
fun of a more conventional model? 
Much will depend on whether we 
can come round to the Insight’s 
way of thinking. 

The car has recently, and not for 
the first time, had its suspension 
tweaked for a more comfortable 
ride and further gains in quality 
have made the interior a smarter 
proposition. 

It all helps bolster the Insight’s 
appeal, but the headline news for 
the latest round of revisions is the 
sub-100 g/km emissions figure to 
take full advantage of the available 
tax breaks. 

Those of you with good memo¬ 
ries might remember the original 
1999 Insight, which introduced 
hybrid engine technology to the 
UK market. 

It was a quirky economy coupe 
with back wheels half hidden 
beneath its bodywork and a 
claimed 83mpg combined fuel 
economy. It looked as you’d imag¬ 
ine a car of the future might - 
weird. Almost nobody bought it. 

Despite the lack of commercial 
success, Honda had set the hybrid 
ball rolling and its follow up, the 


2003 Civic IMA saloon, was more 
palatable for the public. Not as 
palatable as the Toyota Prius, how¬ 
ever - the car which stole Honda’s 
thunder with its star-studded 
celebrity endorsements and got 
people talking about hybrid cars. 

With the latest Civic IMA continu¬ 
ing to battle it out with the latest 
Prius, Honda is positioning the 
Insight as the affordable hybrid. It’s 
a move which could easily find 
favour amongst the large numbers 
of people who are more interested 
in saving money than the planet, 
but would be delighted if they can 
do both. 

So can the Insight change the 
way we drive and if so, how’s it 
going to do it? The obvious 
answer is that with just 87bhp, a 
CVT automatic gearbox and a 
leisurely 0-60mph sprint of 12.5s, 
owners can attempt to drive as 
fast as they like but their efforts are 
likely to be thwarted. 

Eventually, drivers should get the 
aggression out of their systems 
and settle into the Insight’s way of 
doing things. The central instru¬ 
ment read out is the key to all this. 

Drive in a relaxed manner, tickling 
the throttle underfoot like it were a 
giant over-ripe strawberry, and the 
dash glows in a calming green 
light. 

Get a bit over enthusiastic and 
the green hue fades, eventually 
turning blue if you’re getting car¬ 
ried away. 

Maintain a green approach and a 
little plant symbol illuminates on 
the Insight’s display as a reward. 


it’s possible to get up to five of 
these sprouts lit but you might 
need to fit a sail to achieve this. 

At the end of your journey the 
car will give you an average rating 
to show how eco-friendly you’ve 
been. 

It also has Honda’s clever IMA 
petrol/electric drivetrain to fall back 
on. The engine is a 1.3-litre unit 
based on the one in the Civic 
Hybrid and featuring a series of 
neat innovations. 

During deceleration, the cylinders 
are closed off by the VCM (Variable 
Cylinder Management) system to 
boost efficiency and numerous 
modifications have been made to 
reduce friction inside the engine. 
The petrol unit might only have 
87bhp but it is assisted by a 


14bhp electric motor driven by 
power from a bank of nickel 
hydride batteries under the boot 
floor. 

These are recharged by energy 
reclaimed from the wheels when 
braking or coasting. 

This Insight is a massively less 
challenging vehicle to look at than 
the original oddball coupe, but 
Toyota might be less enamoured 
with the shape than the rest of us 
because of the resemblance it 
bears to the Prius. 

Honda stuck with a hatchback 
design to ensure the car’s compat¬ 
ibility with European tastes and 
despite being a little hefty around 
the hindquarters, it’s a sleek and 
mildly futuristic shape, and the five- 
door body style of the Insight 


opens up the possibility of using it 
as a family car. 

Honda’s Insight is a car that not 
only aims to cut its emissions 
through advanced technological 
solutions, it also seeks to modify 
the behaviour of its drivers - turn¬ 
ing them into an army of chilled 
out eco-warriors. 

By presenting a whole range of 
information about how efficiently 
you’re driving, it’s a car with real 
potential to alter the way we think 
about getting from A to B. 

Honda’s aim of producing a more 
affordable and accessible hybrid 
car is a laudable one, but by bring¬ 
ing the technology to the masses, 
the brand is also hoping to turn a 
tidy profit. There’s nothing wrong 
with that.
